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VERYONE has been saying that 
the late election in New York 
is full of lessons, but the several in- 
structors seem unable to agree as to 
what they are. Tammany’s moral is 
that “you can’t win unless you have 
the votes, and you can’t get the 
votes unless you please the people.” 
Mr. Platt’s moral is: ‘‘ Another 
time, do as I tell you!” and the Citi- 
zens say, ‘‘ Now you know Platt.” 

Yes, now we know Platt, but we 
knew him before. The hope of win- 
ning in New York without joining all 
the Republicans against Tammany 
was faint at best, and though the 
George movement gave new life to it, 
the outcome agreed with the original 
forecast made before the George 
meteor flashed across the sky. 

The Citizens seem to think that 
they have done Mr. Platt a lot of 
harm, and though it cannot be said 
that they are satisfied, their affliction 
is not wholly without the elements of 
solace. Their best ground for com- 
fort and hope is that through their 
efforts the standard of government in 
New York has been raised, so that 
even Tammany will feel constrained 
to do better by us than would have 
seemed necessary if there had been 
no fight, no Strong, and no Waring. 
To educate the voters is a slow pro- 
cess, but it is sure to continue, and 
perhaps we shall live to see non- 
partisanship triumph in a city elec- 
tion without help from any organiza- 
tion that is not municipal, 
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OME very worthy and intelligent 
citizens of New York voted on 
November 2d for Tracy and Platt. 
They did it either because they were 
not satisfied with Low, or because 
they blamed the Citizens for not 
making terms with Platt, or because 
they were persuaded that the main- 
tenance of the Platt organization was 
essential to the cause of sound 
money. Some good and intelligent 
men don’t believe in non-partisan- 
ship even in municipal affairs. 

It is true, too, and can be proved, 
that there were a number of decent 
people among the 225,000 voters who 
favored Tammany. 

It should comfort and encourage 
the Citizens to recognize these facts. 
If their movement had already gath- 
ered in a// the virtuous persons in 
New York, the outlook for it would 
be gloomier than it is. But it has 
not. There are snatchable brands 
still unrescued from the burning, and 
though four years is a long period, it 
is not interminable.

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EANWHILE LIfe has made no 
preparations to leave town, 

but hopes to continue on after New 
Year’s at the old stand, at least long 
enough to learn what Tammany will 
do. All of us who have read the 
newspapers are entitled to believe 
that the American metropolis is to 
be given up on New Year’s day to 
political sack, and that dirt, dis- 
order, extortion, extravagance, and 
all manner of crime will hold a four- 
years’ revel in it. We don’t all hon- 
estly think it is going to be so bad as 
that. We expect to see the offices 
parcelled out among the Tammany 
men, to see some grave abuses re- 
vived, to see political government in- 
stead of government on a business 
basis, but we also expect that the 
streets will be safe and perhaps 
clean, that taxes will be moderate, 
and that most persons who are quali- 
fied to enjoy life will live almost as 
happily as heretofore. Tammany 
may pilfer and levy blackmail ; doubt- 


less it will, but it is not grossly in- 
competent to administer the affairs 
of the city.

HE ‘‘adventure novel” is in dan- 

ger of being done to death. A few 
men with a swinging style,a love of 
romance and the spirit of venturesome 
boys gave ita great vogue. It came at 
just the righttime, and, like a fresh wind 
from the sea, cleared away the annoying 
and impertinent insects who were buzzing 
around unclean problems. 

Now every writerthinks he has learned 
the trick, and swaggers through gory 
pages as though he were a real hero. It 
is surprising how amusing even a medi- 
ocre novel of adventure may be. It has 
the same lazy interest as any game of 
chance or skill played on the same old 
board with the same pieces, which one 
watches to see how it will turn out. 

* * * 

HE ‘‘ Chevalier D’ Auriac ” (Long- 
mans), by Levett Yeats, is a very 
good imitation of ‘‘ Under the Red 
Robe,” and it givesthe reader a pleasant 
hour because it is written in good taste 
and skillfully woven as to plot. It is 

just as easy to forget it as to read it. 

‘“‘In Kedar’s Tents” (Dodd, Mead & 
Company), by H. Seton Merriman, has 
a great deal of originality in construc- 
tion and character, a novel setting dur- 
ing the Carlist revolution in Spain, and 
an unusual felicity of phrase, for which 
the author has already earned distinc- 
tion. Heis sucha good writer that he 
can with safety leave the adventure 
novel to less polished pens. 

Robert W. Chambers has put in his 
volume, ‘‘ The Mystery of Choice’ /Ap- 
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pleton), a number of short stories that 
show a strange and versatile fancy, and 
much richness of phrase. He is almost 
alone among contemporaries in writing 
short stories of the fantastic kind that 
Poe, Hoffmann and Fitzjames O'Brien 
once made popular. To create the illu- 


sion successfully is a difficult feat, and 


most readers will agree that it is accom- 
plished in ‘‘ The Messenger.” 
* * % 


A VERY different note is struck in 

‘“*Thro’ Lattice-Windows ” (Dou- 
bleday & McClure Company), by W. J. 
Dawson. These are stories of the 
‘*Hoot Mon” school of domestic pathos, 
but told in the English of everyday 
life without eccentricities of spelling to 
make them look like real literature. 
There is nothing harder to understand 
in any of the stories than this bit of 
dialogue : 

‘*T’m sorry, Dorcas, but I ain’t quite well.” 

‘*Have you took your pills reg’lar, Pris- 
cilla?” 

‘‘It ain't pills. I think I want achange.” 

‘* Fiddlesticks !” 

The pathos is delicate and simple in 
several of the sketches, notably ‘‘ The 
Tired Wife” and ‘‘ The Money in the 
Drawer.” 

In ‘‘A Romance in Transit” (Scrib- 
ner) Francis Lynde tells a railroad 
story of a new kind—not the romance 
of engine-drivers and firemen, but the 
love affair of a passenger agent and a 
president’s daughter, with a ‘‘personally 
conducted” party of tourists thrown in 
for the comedy element. The author 
knows the life thoroughly, and makes it 
realistic and amusing. 

Mr. Howells gives another delightful 
impression of Saratoga in its decline in 
‘*An Open-eyed Conspiracy” (Harper) 
—a straightaway love-story which ‘‘ends 
right,” though, as usual, the author has 
his doubts of the unalloyed happiness in 
store for the rash lovers. However, 
they and most humans are glad to take 
the risk. Droch. 


NTHONY HOPE HAWKINS is read- 

ing to enraptured audiences, where they 

can be gathered together, from his own dear 
books, and delighting us with the modest 
manner in which he receives our homage. 
We have read some of his works before, and 
we are not especially anxious to hear him 
read them to us, but it is our plain duty to 
go. The American public receives most of 
its inspiration and stimulus from English 
authors who come over here to read from

Moreover, there are scientific improve- 
ments to accompany Professor Horn- 
blower which place us far in the van of 
all similar efforts. In the first place, the 
ship is made of rubber and covered with 
goose grease, and when jammed by the 
ice she will simply be projected into the 
air and shot further along toward the 
Pole—rejoicing on her way. Secondly, 
every cabin, however small, has an 
enormous open fireplace, thus averting 
danger from any freezing atmosphere. 
Thirdly, the entire hold is filled with 
patent medicines, thus enabling the crew 
to return in even better health than they 
enjoy at present. 

Professor Hornblower takes a com- 
plete scientific outfit, including decanters 
and a large refrigerator. LIFE has pre- 
sented every member of the expedition 
with a palm-leaf ffan, a full-length mir- 
ror and a plated corkscrew.

‘* Because they like it. Every new 
explorer—and they never discover any- 
thing—excites the same old interest and

‘‘And set up the usual talk about 
ocean currents, magnetic variations, un- 
expected flora, atmospheric phenomena, 
and all that?” 
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‘*Of course.” 

‘‘And lecture when I get home 
at a thousand dollars a night ?” 

“*Certainly.” 

‘And will you manipulate 
American readers, work the 
advertising and see to the 
papers?” 

“*] will.” 

‘*And keep the public in a 
proper state of suspense until I 
heave in sight?” 

**Count on me.” 

‘* And how about the profits?” 

‘*One-half yours and one-half 
mine.” 

‘*Done !” 

And they shook hands. Thus, in a 
simple manner and for the love of science 
was conceived this glorious enterprise. 

As we pen these words with moistened 
eyes Professor Hornblower is bounding 
o’er the vasty main, an Arctic winter 
before him. Fame and opulence, how- 
ever, are awaiting his return.

Science vs, Prejudice. 


Sle you ever been at sea and 

noticed the fog fly before a 
freshening breeze? And how, finally, 
the clouds scurry, and where before 
was only darkness and obscurity 
there remains a vista of clear water, 
blue sky and bright sunshine ? Some- 
thing like this happens when science 
brings its powers to bear against the 
mist of prejudice and false theory. 
Science is not science unless it is 
exact and can demonstrate its truth 
by infallible logic. One of its highest 
attributes is its ability to dissipate 
superstition. 

A beautiful example of the power 
of scientific truth over popular igno- 
rance is recorded in a recent press 
despatch from Chicago. There has 
been in that city an outcry against 
the dangerous impurities to be fcund 
in cigarettes. This resulted in the 
adoption of a city ordinance directing 
the Commissioner of Health to in- 
spect and examine the cigarettes on 
sale in Chicago, and determine their 
purity or impurity by chemical analy- 
sis. Acting under this authority, 
City Chemist Cass L. Kennicott and 
Assistant City Chemist D. B. Bisbee 
made exhaustive analyses of fourteen 
brands, and their report is now on 
file with the Commissioner of Health 
and open for the inspection of the 
public. 

The result was startling! That is 
to say, it was startling to the calam- 
ity howlers who talk without knowl- 
edge. Every cigarette smoker will 
be glad to know that the investiga- 
tion showed that in these cigarettes— 
taken at random from all those found 
on sale in Chicago—there was found 
not one particle of impurity or adul- 
teration. The trouble was that the 
people who secured the adoption of 
the ordinance were animated only 
by theory. They believed cigarettes 
were impure because some one told 
them so. What happened when the 
fine accuracy of chemical analysis 
came up against their vague guess- 
work? What always happens when 
scientific truth opposes popular ig- 
norance? The truth prevails. 


It was also a victory for American 
manufacturers, for it showed that the 
American tobacco used in these 
cigarettes is not only free from adul- 
teration but is also milder than to- 
bacco in other forms, z.¢., it contains 
a smaller percentage of nicotine. The 
tests also exploded the other common 
delusion that the paper used in cigar- 
ettes contains poisonous substances, 
It was shown on the other hand that 
from the conditions of its use cigar- 
ette paper is the purest made. It 
has to be, or it would not be strong 
enough and would not burn freely. 

The cigarette-smoker has long been 
the victim of every critic who had 
the assumption to make a statement 
about the impurity of cigarettes. This 
official analysis puts the scientific 
argument on the side of the smoker.
